TWO HUNDRED KILLED.

MANILA, March 20.— Some of the 


rebels recently expelled from Cavit 
and' the small towns in the. vicinity 
of Pasig combined forces and Satur 
day night attacked a company o 
the Washington volunteers, a de 
tnohed-poat at Tagulg, about a mil 
and a half southeast of Paaig. Gon 
eral Wheaton immediately ro-en 
forced the Americans with two com 
panics each ot tho Washington am 
the Oregon regiments, Tho poa 
had held the enemy in check, ant 
the fire of the re-enforcing com 
panies repulsed them, driving them 
across to an island formed by th 
estuary. They were thus in fron 
of the twenty-second regulars.

A double 
murder had been planned by the 
woman.

daughter when tho girl was taking 
an aftornoon nap. splitting her skull 
open with an axe, nnd pouring 
vitriol on her faco and into her 
mouth.

woman lay in wait for hor husband, 
William W. Placo, in tho darkened 
hallway of the honee, and when he 
entered she struck him in tho face 
with the axo, and inflicted a serious 
wound. Ho manngod to got out- 
side the front door and alarm the 
neighbors before he became uncon- 
scious. When tho police and nefgh- 
hora entered the house they found 
Mra.

prime was jflulortsy of her step 
daughter. Place's first wifo did 
sis or seven years ngo and abou 
eighteen months afterward he en 
ga»od tho woman who became his 
second wifo, to net as his honso 
keeper. Her maiden namo 
was 


Garretsoo, bat she had been mar 
riod to n man named S.ivacoll, now 
deiid. As long as she was house 
keeper it is said she was extremely 
kind to Place's daughter, Ida, bu 
nho became quite a ditl'erent person 
when Placo married her. She wat- 
possed of an ungovernable temper 
which led to frequent qnnrrels witl 
Ida, and Mrs Ftiico vrrs very much 
embittered because her 
husband 


took the 
young 
woman's part 


Another cause of family bioker 
ing wns Place's refusal to have 
his wife's adopted son live with 
them. 
The woman was mucl 


inferior to her husband and step 
daughter in education and socia 
qualities, and many friends of Mr 
Place had cut his acquaintance on 
oooount of hb marriago to thi 
woman. 
Miss Place was popular 


with the families in the neighbor 
hood nnd this also made tho step 
mother jealous. Mrs. Place's stor: 
of the crime was that she hat 
thrown carbolic arid in her stop 
daugbtor'd faco during ono of their 
quarrels, but then got the axo to de 
fend herself from an attjck ty hei 
daughter, but it camo out dnrinp 
her trial that sho hud made propara 
tions for flight and had written t< 
hor brother that she would go ti 
htm.

York city, to report to him on thU> 
point. Thoy informed the gover 
nor that the woman was sane when 
sho killed hor stepdaughter, and 
was snno now.

Governor Hooeovelt announced hii 
refusal to interfere.

In or 
(Unary caeus, if u woman Is found 
precisely its blameworthy AS a man 
I would punish tho woman exactly 
as much an tho man. 1 havo no 
sympathy with mawkish sontimcn 
tality."
